Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 6 - 1 9, 28 - 31 , 40 - 43, 52 - 55, 64 - 67, 76 - 79 and 88 - 89 are 
allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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As to claim 16, the present invention comprises a processor generating 
characteristic point information including a number of streams used by a program, 
identification information of each stream, attribute information of each stream 
corresponding to each identification information, and slot information of each stream, a 
format of the slot information within the characteristic point information corresponding to 
a stream type. The present invention also includes recording the stream files and the 
corresponding program information files containing the characteristic point information 
separately on different areas of a recording medium. 

The closest prior art, Yogeshwar et al (US 6,026,232) discloses recording 
characteristic point information but does not disclose every single element of the 
present invention. 

Claim 28 is allowable for the same reasons stated above. 

Claim 40 is allowable for the same reasons stated above. 

Claim 52 is allowable for the same reasons stated above. 

Claim 64 is allowable for the same reasons stated above. 

Claim 76 is allowable for the same reasons stated above. 

Claims 29 - 31 depend on claim 28. 

Claims 41 - 43 depend on claim 40. 

Claims 53 - 55 depend on claim 52. 

Claims 65 - 67 depend on claim 64. 

Claims 77 - 79 depend on claim 76. 

Claims 88 - 89 depend on claim 28.
